MATT CVETIC, the FBI man wjfo 
spoilt nine years posing as a Communist 
in this district, came up with a fine 
kettle of fish. 

His long list of names allegedly "con* 
nected with the Communist apparatus" 
is a revelation of astounding importance. 

Many of the names in this list are 
familiar ; to newspaper readers. They are 
the names of those who have been active 
in sundry leftwing, trouble-making,, med- 
dlesome outfits which either fronted for 
Communist sympathizers or played that 
kind of a game. 

Perhaps some of those named on Mr.

days he intended to **clean out 11 the American Slav Congress files at 
943 Liberty Avenue and destroy same; that if this office had any use 
for these files, which he< described as* "old stuff 11 and u junk**, he would 
furnish same* The writer advised CYETIC that this office was interested 
in this material and woulU "be" glad to accept same if he would make it 
available voluntarily. ( It is noted that the Bureau had advised at the 
time of CVIS!IC , s discontinuance that no further contact was to he aatight 
with him* ) 

CVETIC stated that he would secure the above material within a few days 
and that he would thereafter contact, this office and arrange to turn same 
over to this office.
